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The  Hanukkah  Challenge 

Hanukkah  in  America  is  unlike  Hanuk¬ 
kah  anywhere  else.  Why?  Competion,  that 
most  American  of  ideas,  has  raised  the 
stock  of  Hanukkah  very  high.  Especially 
this  year,  when  Hanukkah  and  Christmas 
overlap,  Jews  sense  the  true  challenge  that 
Christmas  offers  to  our  identities  and  to  our 
families,  and  we  Jews  should  respond. 

Some  do’s  and  don’ts,  therefore,  on 
meeting  the  challenge  Christmas  poses  to 
us: 

Do  celebrate  Hanukkah.  It  is  a  mid¬ 
winter  festival  with  a  beautiful  custom  for 
these  dark  days  of  the  year:  lighting 
candles,  more  candles  every  night. 

Do  talk  about  why  we  celebrate  Hanuk¬ 
kah:  a  group  of  Jews  fought  to  preserve  its 
Jewish  identity  in  the  ancient  world.  Those 
Jews  could  have  become  Greeks,  but  they 
decided  to  remain  Jews.  That  is  still  worth 
talking  about. 

Do  sing  and  eat  and  give  gifts  in  a  distinc¬ 
tively  Jewish  way.  Man  may  not  be  made  to 
eat  latkes  or  donuts  as  a  steady  diet,  but  at 
Hanukkah  these  oil-cooked  foods  are  a  way 
of  remembering  the  miracles  of  old.  Especi¬ 
ally  for  children,  it  is  important  to  taste  be¬ 
ing  a  Jew. 

Don’t  make  Hanukkah  a  mirror  of 
Christmas.  Hanukkah  parties  should  not 
feel  or  be  like  Christmas  parties.  They 
should  have  their  own  flavor  and  songs. 
And  they  should  lack  the  excessive  con¬ 
sumption  of  alcohol  which  fuels  many  an 
office  Christmas  party. 

Don ’t  be  embarrassed  to  speak  out  for 
Hanukkah  recognition,  certainly  at  home, 
but  also  in  the  office,  in  banks,  or  in 
hospitals  where  there  is  public  recognition 
of  the  season’s  festivals. 

Don’t  compromise  with  Christmas  and 
decide  to  observe  even  a  little  bit  because  it 
is  an  American  holiday.  It  is  a  Christian

1.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Ha-olam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvotav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 
Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who 
has  commanded  us  to  kindle  the 
Hanukkah  light. 

Then, 

2.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Ha-olam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu 
ba-yamim  ha-hem  baz-man  hazeh. 
Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  performed 
miracles  for  our  ancestors  in  those 
days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  First  night  only,  “Sheheheyanu”  is 
added: 

3.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Ha-olam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season.

The  Shabbaton  is  an  intense  experience  in 
Jewish  living,  encompassing  the  entire 
traditional  Sabbath.  It  begins  on  Friday 
evening  with  services  followed  by  the  tradi¬ 
tional  Shabbat  dinner.  A  Shabbat  lunch 
follows  services  Saturday  morning.  An 
afternoon  session  of  study  precedes  the 
Havdalah  service  which  concludes  the 
Shabbaton  at  sundown. 

Chancellor  Cohen  will  deliver  the 
Dorothy  Tager  Lectures  at  the  Shabbaton, 
the  first  one  at  dinner  Friday  evening  and 
the  second  at  lunch  on  Saturday.  In  both 
lectures  Chancellor  Cohen  will  examine  one 
of  the  most  important  books  of  the  Bible, 
the  Book  of  Psalms.  Using  Hebrew  and 
English  texts,  we  will  study  various  psalms, 
including  the  Psalms  of  Hallel,  with  him. 

Dr.  Cohen  has  been  Chancellor  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America 
since  1972,  and  was  ordained  there  in  1948. 
In  the  interim,  most  notably,  he  was  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  History  at  Columbia  University 
and  Director  of  the  Center  of  Israel  and 
Jewish  Studies  there.  He  also  was  the  Gott- 
heil  Lecturer  in  Semitic  Languages  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  before  becoming  a  full  professor.  A 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of  City  College, 
Dr.  Cohen  has  received  several  honorary 
degrees,  written  books  and  articles,  and 
given  of  his  time  and  assistance  to 
numerous  institutions  and  organizations. 

Dr.  Cohen’s  participation  in  the  Shab¬ 
baton  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
Dorothy  Tager  Education  Fund.  This  fund, 
which  sponsors  the  Dorothy  Tager  Lec¬ 
tures,  is  a  living  memorial  to  Dorothy  Tager 
who  was  an  active  participant  in  the  Adult 


{Celebrating  Hanukkah! 

The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for 
eight  days,  beginning  on  the  25th  day  of 
Kislev.  This  year  Hanukkah  begins  on  Tues¬ 
day  night,  December  18  and  continues  until 
sundown,  Wednesday,  December  26. 

On  each  of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle  the 
Menorah  (or  Hanukkiah)  to  commemorate 
the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews  over  the 
Syrian  Greeks  during  the  second  century 
B.C.E.  In  the  Talmud  the  Rabbis  tell  a  story 
which  symbolizes  the  victory  on  the  bat¬ 
tlefield.  A  small  cruse  of  oil  was  found  when 
the  Temple  was  rededicated  which 
miraculously  lasted  for  eight  days.  Just  as  a 
small  amount  of  oil  cast  a  great  deal  of  light, 
so  did  a  few  Jews  stand  against  the  many  and 
the  mighty  in  order  to  preserve  their  faith. 

How  are  Hanukkah  lights  kindled?  A 
candelabrum  is  used  which  has  places  for 
eight  lights,  in  addition  to  a  place  for  a  ninth 
which  is  called  the  shamash.  (The  Sisterhood 
Gift  Shop  has  many  varied  styles  of 
candelabrum  for  sale  suitable  for  use  on  this 
joyous  holiday).  Generally,  wax  candles  are 
used,  although  some  Menorahs  are  made  to 
be  used  with  olive  oil  and  a  wick.  On  the  first 
evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on  the  right 
side  of  the  Menorah.  Then  on  each  suc¬ 
ceeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  left. 
The  shamash  is  lit  first,  the  proper  blessings 
are  said  and  then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kin¬ 
dle  that  evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always 
starts  on  the  left  with  the  candle  which  has 
been  added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by 
moving  on  to  the  right.  On  Friday  night,  the 
Hanukkah  lights  are  kindled  before  the  Sab¬ 
bath  candles  are  lit. 

The  Menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window, 
if  it  is  practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to 
God’s  deliverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  atten¬ 
tion  should  be  paid  to  the  children’s  involve¬ 
ment  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many  families 
more  than  one  Menorah  is  lit,  the  children 
lighting  their  own. 

Many  customs  have  become  identified 
with  Hanukkah  in  addition  to  the  kindling 
of  the  Menorah  which  add  greatly  to  the 
festivities.  Children  enjoy  playing  with  the 
dreidel  —  a  four  sided  top  with  four  letters 
on  it:  nun,  gimel,  heh  and  shin.  These  letters 
are  interpreted  to  mean  Nes  Gadol  Hayah 
Sham  “a  great  miracle  happened  there”. 
Latkes  (potato  pancakes)  are  a  traditional 
food  while  in  Israel  sufganiyot  (doughnuts) 
have  become  customary.  Both  are  cooked  in 
oil,  which  is  one  of  the  major  symbols  of  this 
holiday.  And  here  in  the  United  States, 
Hanukkah  has  become  an  occasion  for  the 
exchange  of  gifts,  especially  for  the  children. 
Now  is  the  time  to  visit  the  Sisterhood  Gift 
Shop  and  take  advantage  of  their  full  stock 
of  suitable  gifts  for  Hanukkah  for  every  age.

What  Is  Interfaith  Neighbors? 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  a  member  of 
Interfaith  Neighbors  together  with  four 
other  Jewish  congregations  and  19  churches 
in  the  area  bordered  by  East  50th  Street  and 
East  96th  Street,  Fifth  Avenue  and  the  East 
River.  Our  synagogue  has  been  a  member 
of  this  organization,  whose  headquarters 
are  located  at  316  East  88  Street,  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Staffed  by  counselors  and  social  workers, 
Interfaith  Neighbors  is  an  organization 
which  helps  young  people  in  our  communi¬ 
ty.  It  seeks  to  prevent  and  reduce  delin¬ 
quency  and  to  foster  the  well-being  of 
teenagers  and  their  families.  It  provides  free 
counseling  to  teenagers  in  the  community, 
—  helping  with  school,  job,  personal  and 
family  problems.  It  has  a  close  working 
relationship  with  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic 
which  provides  psychiatric  back-up. 

It  also  provides  individual  tutoring  for 
youngsters  between  the  ages  of  10  and  18 
with  special  attention  given  to  students  with 
behavorial  and  emotional  problems.  It  also 
organizes  group  activities  in  order  to  en¬ 
courage  awareness,  growth  and  com¬ 
munication  among  young  people.

in  Dayton,  Ohio  in  May,  1981,  with  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  as  soloist.  A  record  of  the  per¬ 
formance  was  subsequently  cut  and  releas¬ 
ed  to  critical  acclaim.  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
was  so  impressed  with  the  beauty  of  the 
score  that  he  encouraged  Dr.  Gold  to 
rewrite  the  work  for  full  mixed  chorus.  It  is 
selections  from  this  arrangement  which  the 
congregation  will  hear  at  the  service. 

Dr.  Gold,  an  inspired  melodist,  received 
his  Bachelor  and  Doctoral  degrees  in  Music 
from  Boston  University  and  his  Masters 
degree  from  Harvard.  Among  his  teachers 
who  greatly  influenced  him  were  the  com¬ 
poser  Walter  Piston  and  the  conductor 
Pierre  Monteus.  He,  was  a  professor  of 
music  for  18  years  and  is  now  the  Director 
of  Music  at  Temple  Israel  in  Southfield, 
Michigan. 

In  addition  to  the  music  from  “Days  of 
Joy”,  the  service  contains  music  by  David 
Nowakowsky  and  Neil  Robinson,  whose 
work  is  an  integral  part  of  our  regular  Shab- 
bat  and  Festival  services.  Neil  Robinson, 
who  this  year  celebrates  his  twentieth  year 
as  an  organist  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
has  composed  melodic  settings  for  Lekhah 
Dodi,  Yiheyu  Leratson  and  Alenu 
Leshabeah.  A  surprisingly  familiar  Sabbath 
melody  is  contained  in  Nowakowsky’s 
“Music  For  Silent  Devotion”  and  a  haunt- 
ingly  beautiful  setting  by  him  of  Veshamru 
have  been  selected  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
from  the  unpublished  manuscript  collection 
of  this  highly  prolific  19th  century  com¬ 
poser.
